system are inhabited by animate boinc's, 
and, secondly, whether tho meteoric 
stones from time to time cast upon the 
surface of this globe emanate Irom in- 
candescent comets or from voldnnic 
planets. That they nt no timo formed 
n part of tho earth itself has been con- 
clusively demonstrated.

l)r. Halm has recently completed a 
scries of investigations upon some! of 
tho huge meteoric stones that fell from 
tho skica in Hungary during the suiiimor 
of I860. Thin lamina; of these myste- 
rious bodies, subjected to examination 
under a powerful microscope, Imvojbcen 
found to contain coralline and apon- 
geous formations, and to reveal unmis- 
takable traces of tho lower forms of 
vegetation.

thoroughly with a mixture In thq pro- 
portion of one part sugar to two of salt, 
aud half an ounce of .saltpeter and tho 
same quantity ot black ; pepper to a 
pound of the mixtxire. Place tho meat 
iu.a eoTOi-ed vessel and turn and beat it 
twice a day for three consecutive days.- 
The fourth day wipe tho scum from tho 
meat, wash it with strong vinegar, and 
again rub it with then mixture; Tho 
day after beat and trim it;- repeat these 
alternate operations for tonv^tays, being 
careful to roraovo the scum, before such 
rubbing,.and to turn' tho meat eycv$ 
time.: After this it must bo smokod for» 
ten dixya.
